COLUMBUS. Ohio - In the 
scramble to realign Ohio's con- ] 
gressional districts, the

General Assembly ignored an 
interrelated problem applying to 
the State Board of Education,

One state school board mem­ 
ber is elected from each of the 
23 existing congressional dis­ 
tricts The legislature, in creat­ 
ing a 24th district and revising 
the other 23, did not touch the 
section of law governing elec­ 
tion of state board members. 


Unless that law is changed, 
the old congressional districts 
will remain in effect as state 
school board districts. 
New Districts in *66 
Congressional candidates will 
begin running from the new dis­ 
tricts in the May 1966 primaries. 
The first state school board elec­ 
tion after that will be Novem­ 
ber 1967. 


One-third of the board mem­ 
bers 
are elected to six-year 
terms every two years. 
Legislators closely involved in 
congressional redistricting dur­ 
ing the special session here say 
the matter of state school board 
districts probably will be taken 
up in the 106th General 
As­ 
sembly which convenes Jan. 4. 
Rep. Charles P. Kurfess, R- 
Wood, chairman of the House 
Elections - Federal Realtions 
Committee, said the legislature 
could leave the state 
school 
board districts as they are. 
Could Be Vulnerable 
But he was quick to point out 
that this system could be sub­ 
jected to legitimate attack un- 
oer he U.S. Supreme Court de­ 
cisions which forced congres­ 
sional redistricting and reap­ 
portionment of the Ohio House.; 


The court held state and U.S. 
representatives must be elected 
from districts as nearly equal 
in population as practicable.

Ohio ans hav e to lo o k bey o nd the po litic al 
bickering, bartering and bo o ndo gging to 
see It, bu t the 105th Ohio General As­ 
sembly has wrapped u p in six weeks a 
legislativ e pro gram which might well hav e 
taken mo nths in a regu lar sessio n. 
Opinio ns 
will 
remain 
div ided 
o v er 
whether this is go o d o r bad. It's actu ally 
so me o f each. 
Tho se who believ e the legislativ e pro ­ 
cess is into lerably slo w and hampered by 
lo st mo tio n will applau d 
the 105th fo r 
enacting so mu ch far-reaching legislatio n 
in su ch sho rt o rder. 
Others who believ e deliberatio n and in­ 
fo rmed pu blic o pinio n are key s to go o d 
legislatio n will rap the legislato rs’ knu ck­ 
les fo r racing thro u gh the sessio n with 
o nly to ken regard fo r pu blic hearings. 
Bo th sides hav e their po ints. 


UNRESTRICTED by the sco pe o f the 
go v erno r’s call fo r a special sessio n, a 
legislatu re tends to bo g do wn o n detail 
wo rk in regu lar sessio n. It mu st thro w 
o u t hu ndreds o f bills which hav e no bu si­ 
ness in law bo o ks, and co nsider hu ndreds 
o f o thers which are qu estio nable bu t wo rth 
a lo o k. 
Bu t, while the appro ach o f a special 
sessin is mo re limited, there is reaso n 
to qu estio n whether this sanctio ns u nseem­ 
ly haste in bu y ing a legislativ e package. 
Du ring the last six weeks in Co lu mbu s, 


legislato rs hav e spent co nsiderable time 
co rrecting mistakes made in a break­ 
neck, o ne-week sessio n last December. 
And. becau se this special sessio n was 
fo u nded o n the premise that lawmaking 
co u ld be sty mied nex t y ear by a po litical 
stando ff in the ev enly div ided Senate, po ­ 
litical sparring cu t deeply into the time 
that sho u ld hav e been spent in delibera­ 
tio n. 
Demo crats go t their backs u p when it 
appeared the Repu blican majo rity was 
ready to do the go v erno r’s bidding with 
o r witho u t their co o peratio n 
Repu blicans began breathing fire when 
the mino rity go t in their way and slo wed 
the pace. 


THE RESULT o f all this was v irtu ally 
to wipe o u t any chance o f po litical harm ­ 
o ny in the co ming regu lar sessio n o f the 
legislatu re in Janu ary . 
The mo st pressing pro blem fo r legis­ 
lato rs, reappo rtio nment and redistricting, 
was tackled fo rthrightly eno u gh, bu t it 
remains to be seen whether the so lu tio ns 
will pass ju dicial mu ster. Here again parti­ 
san po litics go t tangled u p in the general 
welfare o f the state. 
The last six weeks in Co lu mbu s were 
pro du ctiv e, no qu estio n abo u t that. 
The qu estio n is whether all the legis­ 
lativ e pro du ctiv ity was in the best in­ 
terests o f Ohio . 


No b o d y Really Believed Us 


The mark o f inv erted geniu s is o n the 
latest pro po sal to bail o u t the United 
Natio ns. 
Instead o f a fo rmal agreement, which 
wo u ld pu t natio ns delinqu ent o n their du es 
in the em barrassing po sitio n o f admitting 
they were wro ng, it is pro po sed that the 
delinqu encies be fu dged o v er with a "res­ 
cu e fu nd.” 
Co ntribu tio ns to this fu nd wo u ld be "v o l­ 
u ntary ” by u nanimo u s decisio n. 
All members wo u ld be pledged to kick 
into it, in o ther wo rds. The So v iet Unio n 
and France, the two principal delinqu ents, 
wo u ld be "rescu ed” by the United States 
and the o ther natio ns where pay ments 
already hav e been made.

Mo re than 50 American em ­ 
bassies, libraries o r o ther o f­ 
fices in so me 30 fo reign co u n­ 
tries hav e been attacked by 
mo bs since Ju iv 19 6 2. Only o ne 
American is 
kno wn to hav e 
been 
inju red 
in 
the attacks, 
which resu lted in mo re than 
$400,000 wo rth o f damage. 
So me co u ntries hav e paid o r 
o ffered to pay repair co sts. In­ 
do nesia’s 
President 
Su karno 
said his go v ernment wo u ld pick 
u p the repair bill — estimated 
at $35,000 — fo r the two Amer­

Chances fo r o rderly dev elo p­ 
ment o f the Co ngo are dim as 
ev er, fo u r y ears after its inde­ 
pendence. That key co u ntry in 
the heart o f Africa may be win­ 
ning the melancho ly distinctio n 
o f beco ming the main arena in 
the co ld war. 
In general, the U.S. aim in the 
Co ngo has been to keep it to ­ 
gether and to keep the Co mmu ­ 
nists o u t. If stability is the key 
to achiev ing this, it will be a 
to u gh stru ggle. 
There is no t mu ch leadership 
timber to cho o se fro m. In the 
thin ranks o f what is av ailable, 
po litics is a m atter o f ev ery 
man fo r himself. The o u ts battle 
the ins, and the ins battle the 
o u ts. 
Any Co ngo leader who is sat­ 
isfacto ry to the United States 
will be o ppo sed by the Co mmu ­ 
nists, 
and 
pro bably 
also 
by 
many 
African leaders 
who se 
pan-African 
patrio tism 
can 
clo ak 
v au lting 
ambitio ns 
o f 
their o wn. 
Mo ise Tsho mbe came to po w­ 
er as premier last Ju ly . Since 
then pro paganda o f Co mmu nists 
and o f leaders ho stile to the 
United States has go ne all o u t 
try ing 
to 
tu rn 
him into the 
West’s greatest liability . 
Nerv es are raw in Africa. Bel­ 
gian 
Fo reign 
Minister 
Pau l- 
Henri Spaak say s black Afri­ 
cans seem to su ffer fro m a deep 
inferio rity co mplex . They are 
easily sway ed by slo gans and 
labels, easily co nv inced that all 
their wo es trace to co lo nialism 
and 
imperialism. Thu s, 
when 
Tsho mbe antago nized v irtu ally 
all sides with his attem pt to set 
u p a secessio nist state in rich 
Katanga Pro v ince, he was easi­ 
ly labeled “co lo nialist to o l.” 
When Tsho mbe’s fo es accu sed 
him o f plo tting the mu rder o f 
Patrice Lu mu mba, the Co ngo ’s 
first premier, it was easy to 
make Lu mu mba a m arty r and 
sy mbo l o f resistance to co lo nial­ 
ism. 
Bu t Tsho mbe’s departu re into 
ex ile didn’t 
sav e 
the Co ngo . 
Prem ier Cy rille Ado u la’s go v ­ 
ernment was plagu ed by rebel­ 
lio ns, su ppo rted and o ften in­ 
spired by Co mmu nists fro m o u t­ 
side. 
Mo sco w 
and 
Peking, 
tho u gh co mpeting in the Co ngo 
fo r influ ence, bo th deno u nced 
Ado u la as a man co nspiring 
with tlie Uited States to cru sh 
"peo ple’s rebellio ns.” 
Finally , 
last 
Ju ne, 
Ado u la 


qu it. 
Tsho mbe 
retu rned, 
this 
time to Leo po ldv ille, with pro m­ 
ises to fo rm a "go v ernment o f 
natio nal 
reco nciliatio n” 
and 
achiev e "m iracles within three 
mo nths.” No so o ner had he tak­ 
en o v er than Hindu fell to rebels 
in the east, and, so o n after, 
Stanley v ille. 
Tsho mbe’s army was in dis­ 
array . 
Tsho mbe himself 
des­ 
perately tried to acco mmo date 
all sides, ev en the Co mmu nist- 
su ppo rted "Co u ncil fo r Natio nal 
Liberatio n,” which wo u ld cheer­ 
fu lly hav e nailed his hide to the 
wall 
Late in No v ember, Belgiu m 
and the United States mo u nted 
a rescu e o peratio n to sav e ho s­ 
tages fro m rebej sav agery in 
Stanley v ille. 
African 
leaders 
ho stile 
to 
the 
United 
States 
jo ined a cho ru s o f denu nciatio n, 
co ntending Americans 
tho u ght 
mo re o f a white man’s life than 
a black m an’s. 
Bu t the dreary debate which 
co ntinu es in the United Natio ns 
makes it clear that the interv en­ 
tio n was no t so mu ch the target 
as Tsho mbe. Leaders wih am­ 
bitio ns o f their o wn po rtray him 
as a man who wo u ld re-estab­ 
lish co lo nialism. 
There is small co mfo rt fo r the 
Wesi in the So v iet-Chinese co m­ 
petitio n in Africa. When either 
Co mmu nist side gains, the West 
lo ses. 
And Co mmu nist pro pa­ 
ganda o f o ne so rt o r ano ther is 
making headway . Tf the Co mmu ­ 
nists’ go al is chao s, it is far 
easier to achiev e than stability . 
One detects 
in 
the 
United 
States a weariness with African 
diplo macy . 
America 
still 
has 
friends amo ng the mo re m atu re 
African leaders. The weariness 
with the o thers can lead to 
gro wing sentiment fo r co ncen­ 
trating U.S. effo rts o n co u ntries 
where they will be welco med.

a lu nchro o m in a sto re in So u th 
Caro lina. 
They seated them­ 
selv es as part o f a "sit-in” dem­ 
o nstratio n and asked fo r serv ­ 
ice. It was refu sed, and they 
declined 
to 
leav e 
when re­ 
qu ested. They were arrested as 
trespassers and co nv icted, bu t 
appaled their cases thro u gh the 
state co u rts witho u t su ccess. 
Between the time they were 
co nv inced and the date that the 
Su preme Co u rt co nsidered their 
appeal. 
Co ngress 
passed the 
Civ il Rights Act o f 19 6 4. T h e 
main qu estio n befo re the co u rt, 
therefo re, was whether the pas­ 
sage o f the new law nu llified 
the co nv ictio ns. The co u rt said 
it did and freed the co nv icted 
indiv idu als. 


THE ISSUE was no t at all the 
same as that which was re­ 
so lv ed by a u nanimo u s Su preme 
Co u rt last Mo nday when It u p­ 
held the pu blic acco mmo datio ns 
sectio n o f the new law. 
The 
demo nstrato rs 
had perfo rmed 
their acts befo re the law was 
passed. 
They had refu sed to 
leav e the premises and were ar­ 
rested 
and 
co nv icted 
u nder 
state law. 
Ju stice Black, o ne o f the fo u r 
dissenting 
ju stices 
o f 
the 
Su preme 
Co u rt 
in this case, 
said: 
"Ev en 
assu ming, 
ho wev er, 
that the Civ il Rights Act was 
intended to let peo ple who en­ 
ter restau rants take the law into 
their o wn hands by fo rcibly re­ 
maining when serv ice is refu sed 
them, this wo u ld be no basis fo r 
ho lding 
that 
Co ngress 
also 
meant to co mpel states to abate 
co nv ictio ns like these fo r law­ 
less co ndu ct 
o ccu rring befo re 
the act was passed.” 
Ju stice Black po inted o u t that 
the "legislativ e histo ry ” o f the 
act is "perhaps the mo st ex ten­ 
siv e and carefu l” ev er co mpiled 
fo r any bill passed by Co ngress 
— "inclu ding millio ns and mil­ 
lio ns o f wo rs writen o n tens 
o f ho u sands o f pages co ntained 
in v o lu mes weighing well o v er 
half a hu ndred po u nds, in which 
ev ery co nceiv able aspect and 
applicatio n o f the 19 6 4 act were 
discu ssed ad infinitu m.” 
He said that "no t ev en o nce 
did a single spo nso r, pro po nent 
o r o ppo nent o f the act intimate 


a ho pe o r ex press a fear that 
the act was intended to hav e 
the effect which the co u rt giv es 
it to day .” 


JUSTICE STEWART, ano ther 
o ne o f the fo u r dissenters, said 
that if Co ngress had pro v ided 
that su ch state co nv ictio ns were 
to be dismissed, he wo u ld find 
no 
difficu lty 
in 
jo ining the 
co u rt's dispo sitio n o f the cases. 
Bu t since Co ngress was silent 
o n the su bject, he felt that the 
cases sho u ld go back to t h e 
state co u rts fo r reco nsideratio n 
in the light o i the new civ il 
rights statu te. 
Ju stice White also dissented 
He was appo inted by the late 
President Kennedy and serv ed 
u nder him as depu ty atto rney 
general. In a separate o pinio n, 
he said: 
"Finally , had 
Co ngress 
in­ 
tended to ratify massiv e dis­ 
o bedience to the law, so o ften 
attended by v io lence, I feel su re 
it wo u ld hav e said so in u nmis­ 
takable langu age. The tru th is 
that it is o nly ju dicial rheto ric 
to blame this resu lt u po n U. 
gress ------ 
"W hether perso ns o r gro u ps 
sho u ld engage in no nv io lent dis­ 
o bedience to laws with which 
they 
disagree 
perhaps defies 
any catego rical answer fo r the 
gu idance o f ev ery indiv idu al in 
e v e r y 
circu mstance. 
Bu t 
whether a co u rt sho u ld giv e it 
who lesale sanctio n is a who lly 
different qu estio n which calls 
fo r o nly o ne answer.” 


JUSTICE 
HARLAN, 
t h e 
fo u rth dissenter, declared that 
the majo rity , in setting aside 
the 
co nv ictio ns 
fo r 
o ffenses 
which had o ccu rred befo re the 
Civ il Rights Act had passed, 
was rely ing o n "the federal do c­ 
trine o f criminal abatement.” 
He said: 
"The su premacy clau se can­ 
no t serv e as a v ehicle fo r ex ­ 
tending the federal do ctrine o f 
abatement 
be y o n d 
pro per 
bo u nds. That pro v isio n o f the 
Co nstitu tio n 
wo u ld co me 
into 
play o nly if it appeared fro m 
the Civ il Rights Act itself 
o r 
fro m its legislativ e histo ry and 
setting that Co ngress’ pu rpo se 
was to displace past as well as 
pro spectiv e applicatio ns o f state 
law to u ching u po n the m atters 
with which the federal 
statu e 
is co ncerned. 
“ Fo r me, this wo u ld hav e to 
be made to appear in u nmistak­ 
able term s, fo r su ch a pu rpo se 
wo u ld represent an ex ercise o f 
federal legislativ e po wer who lly 
u nprecedented in o u r histo ry . 
" I entirely agree with Ju stice 
Black's pignant o bserv atio ns o n 
this sco re; there is no t a scin­ 
tilla o f ev idence which remo te­ 
ly su ggests that Co ngress h a d 
any su ch rev o lu tio nary co u rse 
in mind.” 
The do ctrine that passage o f 
a law by Co ngress can set aside 
co nv ictio ns fo r crimes prev io u s­ 
ly co mmitted u nder state laws 
— which were v alid at the time 
the o ffense was co mmitted —is 
perhaps the mo st rev o lu tio nary 
ru ling that the Su preme Co u rt 
his enu nciated in mo dern times.
